Congress should move swiftly to ^rescind the 
little-known but extremely coercive and highly 
inflationary Davis-Bacon Act This law, passed 
during the depression, has had the effect of re- 
. quiring that the highest prevailing union wages 
be paid to workers on federal and federally as- 
sisted construction projects. President Nixon has 
taken the first needed step by suspending this 
provision of the Act. The next move is up to Con- 
gress. . - ■• 

Instead of moving now to subject all of us 
to price and wage restrictions, Congress should 
completely wipe out this law that has artifically 
helped to boost construction costs throughout the 
country. Its repeal would not restrict either man- 
agement or labor. But it would eliminate the leap- 
frogging effect of forcing up the costs of con- 
struction in an entire area if it has a federal pro- 
ject. underway, even though less expensive labor 
might be available.

The reasons for Ihe. new favor which wax begonius arc enjoying 
are the changes in these plants achieved by. hybridizers. Not only 
arc individual florets and. flower clusters larger ihnn-eycr before 
but plants even may" be grown hvlull sun where formerly they 
were used only in shaded places. 

The way to. provide your 
garden with masses of begonias 
is to grow the plants front 
seeds sown indoors in lute win- 
ter. It isn't hard if you realize 
one. thing —r begonia seeds are 
fine as dust. The medium on 
which (not in which — ih'cy are 
not covered) you sow them must 
also be finely textured. 

You might use a half and 
half mixture of finely ground 
neutral peat moss and vermic- 
ulite or. milled sphagnum moss 
and vermlculite in the same 
proportions.

A— No, the computation-is done 
at the IRS service center for 
your area when you file your re- 
turn. The IRS will figure your 
tax .If your income- is $20,000 or 
less and- consists only of wages or 
salaries, rand tips, dividends, in- 
terest, pensions, and annuilies 
and you choose the stanndard de- 
duction instead of itemizing de-

The IRS' will figure both the 
retirement income .'credit and 
your tax for you If you meet the 
income and deduction require- 
ments.

The Veterans 'Administration 
issued $212 million worth of low- 
cost "RH" life insurance policies 
to 22,000 disabled veterans in 
1970— the most for any year since 
the 1951 start of the program. 

VA Insurance -officials noted 
the 1970 total was an increase of 
about 50 per cent over 1969. Th2 
Increase was attributed largely to 
the agency's intensified efforts to 
inform service-disabled veterans 
about the ' insurance designed es- 
pecially for them. 

A disabled veteran is eligible 
for . $10,000 1 coverage under this 
insurance if discharged after 
April 1951 and If in. good health 
except for his disability.

International understanding and 
cooperation have resulted' from 
the sharing of space Information 
and techniques as developed by 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. In the area of communi- 
cations' and' meteorological data, 
we have cooperated with France, 
Great Britain, Italy, Japan, and 
other, nations. Indeed, the cur- 
rent satellite geodesy experiment 
wliich is gathering basic informa- 
tion about the earth's surface is 
supported by- some '23 nations in- 
cluding many from the Soviet 
Bloc. Progress in nutrition, med- 
icirrc, optics, photography, astron- 
omy, and various scientific and 
technological subjects is a part of 
the. "fall-out" attributable direct- 
ly lo the space program. 

Appropriations for the space 
program arc being reduced and 
the- space program is being 
spread out. But to abandon both 
the - progress— and promise-rof 
the space program would seem to 
be illogical— and unwise. 

As president Nixon declared 
recently: *\ . . a balanced na- 
tional aeronautics and space pro- 
gram . ,._. is compatible with our 
national priorities, goals, ahd~re- 
sources . . ." He added that our 
overall goals are "continued ex- 
ploration, scientific knowledge, 
and practical applications."' 

In summary, it becomes clear 
that most of the future space pro- 
gram will be directed to condi- 
tions here on earth, i.e., improve- 
ment of the earth's environment; 
expansion of our communica- 
tions; promotion of meteorology; 
and service to navigation, agri- 
culture, education and transpor- 
tation. 

With, these as our goals, it 
would seem hard to conceive of 
an investment promising greater 
dividends for this and future gen- 
erations of mankind.

. Imagine a force of such magni- 
tude that it lifts an 83-ton railroad 
coach and its 117 passengers 
straight up in the air, whisks it 
80 feet, and drops it in a ditch. 
This happened in Minnesota 40 
years ago. 

It is, of course, a tornado, the 
most violent of all storms. And 
in Southern Illinois, focal point 
of what the U. S,- Commerce 
Department calls tho worst one 
ever- to hit the United States 
(March 18, 1925), the twister sea- 
son is again at hand. 
■ March, April, May and June 
—these are the peak tornado 
months. Records show that the 
pre-season buildup for the plains 
onslaught usually takes place with 
February tornadoes in the central 
Gulf States. The statistics have 
been brutally confirmed already 
this year. 

In Jackson County, Illinois, 
there have been two tornado 
watches so far in 1971. The most 
recent, as of this writing, occu- 
pied Civil Defense people at the 
Southern Illinois University Car? 
bondalc Campus . CD unit for 
eight hours during the afternoon 
and evening of Feb. 19. Thirteen 
watches were maintained in that 
room last year. 

The big twister of '25 was ac- 
tually a series -of eight which 
killed 737 .people in Missouri, In- 
diana, Illinois and parts of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. 

The main storm drilled a path 
200 miles long and a mile wide in 
some places. It was named .af- 
ter the town it hit the hardest: 
Murphysboro, III., where 240 
deaths were reecorded, Add De- 
Soto (76), West Frankford (127) 
and Griffin, Inch (52) and the 
scope of destruction becomes ap- 
palingly apparent. 

In those days there weren't any 
interlocking networks of alert and 
alarm that possibly could have 
averted mortality of such colossal 
scale. 

But even the well-knit organiza- 
tion in Jackson County, with 
more than 100 radio-equipped 
people linked to it, would admit 
that the battle hinges largely on 
early sighting and tracking. It 
just isn't possible to predict 
where and when a tornaUo funnel 
will touch down. 

Even so, how people choose to 
react to the actual threat of a 
tornado appears to be no small 
factor in its effects. , 

SIU Geographer .Luane Bau- 
mann assembled a research team 
to find out how people perceive 
and adjust to tornado hazards.. 
He and his crew went to Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Illinois, Alabama, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
—high, medium and low-frequen- 
cy 'tornado areas— lo talk, listen 
and study records and reports!* 

His data- is complete on Illinois 
and Alabama and it shows some 
strange differences. In the south, 
it .appears, there is a strong feel- 
ing that if a tornado is coming, 
there's little to be done. If your 
number's up, that's it — so the 
thinking seems to prevail in many 
areas. ;__-. . ;** 

In Illinois, Baumann found, peo- 
ple . arc - much more responsive 
to the threat, While they may 
believe no less strongly in '-.the 
roleofa* ,, higher force," they still 
think they have some control 
over their 'destinies and do fhc 
routine things— openiftg somejwhV 
dows, heading for shelter, keep- 
ing abreast of radio weather bul- 
letins. ' *■ 
.Baumann admits one conclusion 
is -tentative, but interviews 
cate-that . a lot of : Alab 
simply stood and watched, 
tornadoes approached. 



Baumann, a student of torna- 
does, doesn't" buy" the cherished 
notion that. the best tornado shel- 
ter for average householders is 
the southwest corner of the base- 
ment. > . . 

This has been held, logical be- 
cause it's thought that tornadoes 
frequently move In a southwest' 
to northeast angle, so if you're In 
the approach end of the house, 
debris will be blown away from 
you. 

He cites a University of Kansas 
geographer's study of the 1966 
Topeka, Kansas, tornado; ( in 
which wreckage was found most 
commonly, in the southern end of 
shattered homes. Furthermore, 
the researcher' confirmed that 
many of the Topeka injuries were 
sustained by people who had 
taken cover in the southwest cor- 
ner of their basements. 

-The Topeka data has. been .dis- 
puted, but Baumann believes it is 
convincing enough to challenge 
the "southwest corner" precau- 
tion. He says he'll opt for the 
"north central" part of his base- 
ment if a big blow comes. 

He's got another piece of ad- 
vice. His records (from coroners' 
reports) show that 85 per cent of 
tornado fatalities may be attrib- 
uted to head injuries. Why not, 
he asks, include something like 
crash helmets as standard tor- 
nado protection equipment.
